There is no¬ 
thing like getting out on a little home¬ 
stead 20 miles from nowhere; you 
have tto rustl* for yourself, and it is 
a mighty good thing for any man with 
red blood in his veins to be placed 
upon his own responsibility in that 
way. There is no pot of gold at the 
foot of the rainbow out west, but it is 
a land of milk and honey—for the man 
who will keep cows and bees and do 
the work connected with them—and it 
is a land of milk and honey for the 
men and wunmen who are prepared to 
stand on their own feet and face the 
future in the spirit of the pioneers 
who made the country. To those who 
possess that spirit and feel it stirring 
within them, we offer a cordial invita¬ 
tion to come.” This is sound advicoc'"

portunity for people who are willing 
bo work, do not want to be pampered 
and are prepared to face the future in 
the spirit of the pioneers of the 
country.

The minister of 'public roads j 
is very remis in his duties in not hav¬ 
ing this road*permanently graded and J 
made passable for tourist traffic. The j 
province is losing thousands of dol- j 
lars as a result of the administration j 
of roads of which Alex Rosi of Calga- J 
ry is the head. 


MENNONITES IN MEXICO FIGHt 

Certain Mennonites left Canada re¬ 
cently to settle in Mexico. They didn’t 
like our educational system and feared 
they might be forced to participate ini 
war. No sooner had they acquired 
large farms in -Mexico, established 
their families and reaped their crops 
^han they found themselves beset by . 
bandits, who raided .their crops and 
generally harassed tehm. In the past 
they have lived in countries where 
someone else did their fighting for 
them. But Mexico was indifferent or 
unable to come to the aid of its new 
settlers.

In the course of an address recently 
delivered by Mr. Bonney, U.S. consul 
in Edinburgh at a dinner, he gave his 
versioiYwhy the Scottish people take 
an unusual advanced position in the 
world’s affairs. 

He had come to the conclusion, he 
said,,that the Soot, more than other 
men, had a faculty for seeing both 
sides of every question—the opposi¬ 
tion as well as his own side. That 
made him the best advocate and the 
best judge in the world. But he was 
hard to convince; he heard all the ar¬ 
guments of every fanatic, and ever# 
reformer, and every enthusiast, and 
‘■for a’ that an’ a’ that” he wasn’t con¬ 
vinced. Yott rarely found him leading 
a revolution—because he could see 
both sides of the question. In the 
struggle for existence the first advan¬ 
tage that the Scot had was good phy¬ 
sique and pure blood. They might be 
interested to know that the American 
Surgeon-General examined some five 
million men in the recruiting service, 
and in his report of the whole exami- 
nation,he had said that the particular 
unit which showed the greatest physi¬ 
cal fitness was the native white of 
Scottish ancestry. In the original giv¬ 
ing out of brains to the United King¬ 
dom he supposed that there might 
have been a quota allotted to the dif¬ 
ferent countries, and the Scot un¬ 
doubtedly received more than his 
share, and the Irishman certainly re 
ceived his full share, so that some 
pthers in the kingdom must have suf¬ 
fered a shortage. The Scotsmen all 
received five talents in the original 
parcelling out, and those who had re 
ceived five talents would have to give 
back five. Some people, of course, only 
received one. The Scot was always an 
individualist. The fjjcot preferred to 
play his own game, and to hand in his 
own score. He would never merge his 
individuality or personality in any So¬ 
cialises or Comunistic scheme. He 
stood on his own feet, not trying to 
; shirk his responsibility or to throw it 
upon the community. In this old 
world, which was much given over to 
humbug, the Scot refused to be hum 
bugged, and this gave him a great ad 
vantage, because he was not misled by 
new words and striking metaphors. 


EXAMS WERE HARD 


While-the exact percentage of the 
students who wrote upon department¬ 
al examinations this year and failed is 
not yet known, there is a general un¬ 
derstanding among teachers and prin¬ 
cipals that it is somewhat higher than 
usual. Grades eleven and twelve suf¬ 
fered especially upon the mathemati¬ 
cal papers, and while the severity of 
the examinations set was not consider¬ 
ed sufficient ground for remarking the 
papers it is understood that the sup¬ 
plemental set in the fall will be more 
calculated to come within the range of 
what tfie average student in these 
grades is expected to know. The exa¬ 
minations in mathematics were very 
stiff this year and it is said about 70 
per cent of the students failed in 
grades eleven and twelve in these. 


It is a fact that cold type makes 
some people hot.

OUR IMPRESSIONS 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Ocean 

By. Charles Clark 

During the recent visit of the Cana¬ 
dian Newspaper men to the old coun¬ 
try we were uhqble to contribute an 
account of our trip owing to rapidity 
with wfiich we travelled'. At different 
points we sent personal letters to the 
office but not for publication. Sonic 
of these letters appeared in full to our 
amazement and we would ask our 
readers to overlook some of the para¬ 
graphs. There are many readers of 
The Times who have made ocean voy¬ 
ages and it not our intention to give 
all our impressions of the event. On an 
ocean liner the chief topic of conver¬ 
sation among the uninitiated appears 
to be seasickness. Sailing down the 
St. Lawrence with land visible on both 
sides the great question was^’will I 
be seasick” afrd secondly “Do you ex¬ 
pect to be seasick?” Personally I have 
never been seasick, and I haVe crossed 
from St. John to Cape Town direct in 
1£99 and back from Africa to^fianada 
via England in 1903.and again toEng- 
land this year. People who have bden 
sick state emphatically It is a real 
malady, and no joke and the enjoy¬ 
ment of an ocean voyage depends en¬ 
tirely upon whether you are sick or 
not., To me the ocean voyage was a 
pleasant memory and to one of my 
cabin companions it was a nightmare. 
He was uncertain as to whether it was 
his liver or stomach that was to 
blame, but whichever it is it readily 
was upset by the slightest roll or pitch 
and he did not gain his sealegs for the 
outgoing trip. He vowed he. would not 
take the tripa gain, and I do not blame 
him. In walking around the decks it 
was easy to discern the color, pale 
with a greenish hue, depicted on the 
faces of the afflicted. They lay about 
the ship in various stages of despair, 
some could not leave their cabins and 
others from sheer pride would not 
show their ghastly features on deck. 

The pleasure of an ocean voyage de¬ 
pends entirely upon the people ■ one 
meets. In our case we brought our 
company, 178 in all, 106 of them men 
and the remainder ladies. Every pio- 
vince in the Dominion was represented 
and up till then no more representa¬ 
tive body had ever left the shores of 
Canada to make the pilgrimage to the 
old land. We sailed on the Melita of 
the C.P.R. steamship company. She 
was built during the war, launched in 
1917, and first used as a troopship. The 
story is told that she sank a couple of 
German submarines and this we quite 
believe after forming the acquaintance 
of Captain Clews and his officers. The 
Melita is of 14,000 tons burden—a mo¬ 
derate size as ships go now, but a levi¬ 
athan compared with the ships of a 
generation ago. She is in fact a big 
floating hotel. There is accommoda¬ 
tion for 450 saloon passengers, besides 
the steerage equivalent to the popula¬ 
tion of a good sized town. On this 
voyage the saloon section was full, but 
there were comparatively few in the 
steerage. The crew numbered 345.

There were no signs of intoxi¬ 
cation anywhere to he seen, and they j 
drink the wine and beer owing to the j 
poor quality of water in that land. 
Our conductors led us through the 
heart of Antwerp into a cathedral. 
Upon entering the great nave with its 
lowering columns and seven aisles, the 
great beauty of the place was seen. 
Upon the walls were many great 
worlqs of art and even on the ceiling. 
These are chiefly the productions of 
that old master, Rubens. Of the mas¬ 
terpieces of art viewed were Rubens’ 
“The Descent from the Cross,” “The 
Elevation of the Cross” and “The As¬ 
cension of the Virgin”. Acmkfe from 
the cathedral was hut a step to the 
city hall, or Hotel de Ville,, and here 
.we enjoyed an interesting hour. After 
viewing the splendidly equipped civic 
building, we were escorted to the hall t 
or marriage room, where the wedding 
civil .ceremony was being performed 
on two couples by magistrates in the 
piesence of all who cared to enter. 
The ceremony w as solemnly perform- ! 
ed. The city hall is adorned with won- ' 
tierful art treasures which they say j 
money cannot buy. The greeting ex -' 
tended the newspaper men'was very 
cordial or; the part of the Burgomas¬ 
ter, the name Canadian being a se¬ 
same which opened the door.

One of the interesting discoveries I 
made down below was that all the wa¬ 
ter for drinking and cooking purposes 
was brought from Montreal—ten large 
tanks containing 2,000 tons of it.

After gazing for a week on the 
boundless ocean it is with deep feeling 
the Briton born in Canada first catches 
sight of the shores of England.

A beautiful evening, with the sun 
streaming unclouded, on the green 
trees and the still greener fields and 
on the long stretches of sandy beach 
as we sailed up thp--solient past the 
Isle of Wight. TJfe captain took his 
time as he did not want to reach 
Southampton till/ten o'clock (when the 
pubs close). S<J we all had an oppor¬ 
tunity to take in all the sights in a 
leisurely fashion. dver on the right is 
the park-like Isle of Wight. Then we 
pased the anchorage of the Royal 
Y'acht Squadron and memories of fa¬ 
mous yacht races troop up in which 
the royal yacht Britannia figures. 
Down the channel past Ryde, war¬ 
ships were seen anchored off the great 
naval port of Plymouth. Then our 
ship turned up toward Southampton 
and passed through long lines of an¬ 
chored vessels, many of them not in 
service. Netlpy hpspital and. other fa¬ 
mous places were pointed out on the 
shore, and ahead of us the docks 
were crowded with a veritable forest 
of tunnels of passenger steamers. 
Southampton claims to be the largest 
passenger’port in the world and is still 
adding to its accommodations. Its ge¬ 
ographical situation and the fact that 
vessels can leave at any hour of the 
day or night are bringing passenger 
traffic from all parts of the world. 
Here we were met by the port and city 
officials who bade our party welcome. 
In the morning we motored out into 
the country and into the New Forest, 
famous as a royal hunting ground 
since the days of William Rufus and 
which is thirty miles in diameter. Re¬ 
turning hastily to oui ship we sailed 
down the soliCnt, past Osborne House, 
Ryde, Plymouth, through an opening 
in the “boom” set out to stop German 
submarines, and away to sea. We run 
along the south coast of England, post 
Beachy Head and close to the Chalk 
cliffs of Dover. Bedtime found us off 
hTe trip across etaoin etaoin etaoip 
Ostend, ablaze with electric lights. The 
trip across the channel was particular¬ 
ly fine and smooth.

WEATHER AND CROPS 

The weather for the past week has 
been exceptionally favorable for the 
crops in this district. Bright sunny 
conditions with warm weather has 
been the rule and the crops have re¬ 
sponded splendidly in consequence. 
Harvesting is now in full swing in all 
directions and a fine large crop will be 
tho result. No frosts have been expe¬ 
rienced and it is hoped, with the pre¬ 
sent forecasts of weather, to have the i 
work well finished before any damage 
will be felt in this regard. Some stub¬ 
ble crops are showing up well. One 
field noticed will give 25 bushels to 
the acre but this is exceptional. Most 
all will be worth threshing. Some 
large fields on summer fallow will run 
as high as fifty bushels of wheat to 
the acre and the thirty bushel crops 
will be quite general. Labor is very 
plentiful in the town and there is not 
expected to be any trouble in this re¬ 
gard. The prices offered are $3.00 per 
day with. found and while some are 
holding out for more money, the farm¬ 
ers are having little difficulty in sup¬ 
plying their present wants. The local 
prices for grains are down a little but 
are advancing and it is determined 
that a good price will be paid. The 
Wheat Pool’s decision to pay the Win¬ 
nipeg price of $1.00 per bushel as its 
initial payment has met with great ap¬ 
proval and has been the cause of many 
new members coming into the pool. 
The local prices are as follows: wheat 
$1.09, oats 40c, barley 43c and rye 44c.

MONEY TO POOL FARMERS 

Farmers of Alberta received $37,- 
720,776 for wheat delivered to the Al¬ 
berta Co-operative Wheat Producers, 
Limited, during the first pool year 
ending July 16, according to an official 
statement issued by the directors. 
These figures indicate that a large 
percentage of the wheat delivered to 
the pool during the first year of its 
operation was a very high grade. It 
has been stated that the pool handled 
between 34 million and 38 million 
bushels of wheat during the pool year, 
the exact figures in this connection not 
being officially announced to the pre¬ 
sent.

The first shipment of Manitoba salt¬ 
ed butter was made to England re¬ 
cently, comprising 99,000 pounds. Af¬ 
ter deducting freight charges, two 
cents per pound, the butter netted one 
cent per pound over the local quota¬ 
tion for salted butter. 

Production of gold from the mines 
of Northern Ontario during July was 
maintained at a rate of over $25,000,- 
000 annually. Nine mines figured in 
the output of aproximately $2,125,000. 
Hollinger was the chief producer, be¬ 
ing responsible for over $1,000,000 of 
the total. 

Coming across the ocean we are told 
the Prince of Wales won a booby prize 
in-a potato race; his ‘side lost—hr a 
tug-o-war competition, and he was cri¬ 
ticised for not promenading the deck 
before the critical eyes o"f the passen¬ 
gers. Yet he still remains' the Prince 
Charming as of yore. 

Many harvesters are here looking 
for work, but meanwhile the supply is 
greater than the demand and the har¬ 
vesters are compelled to spend 'their 
time in idleness, awaiting the ripening 
of the crop and threshing operations 
which will not be for long. Cutting 
will be in full swing this week. 

Within the past three weeks the 
west has again made one of her won¬ 
derful and spectacular comebacks. In 
districts up north grain conditions 
have improved and there will be a 
good supply of green’ feed and grass 
which will enable mixed farmers to 
fatten steers for the coming market. 

F. C. Wade, agent general for B.C. 
at a meeting held in London gave an 
address in which he said he had been 
going to England for the past 20 
years and during that time he had 
heard talk of Empire building, and 
yet nothing tangible had been done, 
and he thought it was about time for 
England to take down the sign. 

Canadians are travelling abroad this 
summer to an unprecedented degree. 
In the last four months a total of 13,- 
372 passports have been issued. The 
number of travellers is really much in 
excess of this, as one passport suffices 
for a man and his wife or family. The 
majority of the migrants are visiting 
the British Empire Exhibition, as well 
as touring the continent. 

There were 60,000 entrants from all 
parts of the world in the British Em¬ 
pire Baby event at Wembley and the 
bonniest baby of them all is an Aus¬ 
tralian and the *two next bonniest are 
natives of Canada and Newfoundland 
respectively, James Edward Rowe of 
Whitby and John Angel Strang of St. 
Johns. The three babies got substan¬ 
tial prizes. This must have been an 
awful blow to British babies, as over 
10,000 were in the running. 

Large advertisements appearing in 
many States newspapers are set¬ 
ting out the merits of Kansas as a 
place in which and do business. These 
are paid for by a group of Kansas 
newspapers. They especially stress the 
advantages which the state of Kansas 
offers to farmers. Two other states 
are going to pay for costly publicity in 
the same way, Nebraska and Iowa. 
This is being done to try and offset the 
cry that the farmers are going bank¬ 
rupt ir. some parts of the States. 

On Friday next a number of British 
scientists returning from the coast, 
will pay a visit to the E P ranch, mak¬ 
ing .the trip by motor from High Ri¬ 
ver. Those comprising he British sci-^ 
entific party are the most distinguish¬ 
ed leaders in the department of'seien- 
tific thought and it is well they were 
enabled to make a tour of Canada af¬ 
ter their very important convention 
held in the city of Toronto not long 
ago. About thirty members of the ag¬ 
ricultural section, headed by Lord 
Bledisloe will be driven to the Prince 
of Wales’ ranch where they will be the 
guests of the manager for the day and 
will inspect the splendid herds find eh- 
joy the magnificent scenery of our 
foothill country and see the wonderful 
crops of gr ain produced in this rich 
and fertile country. 


C. R. Mitchell, former provincial 
treasurer, will no doubt He selected as 
leader of the Liberal party in Alberta. 

A seventeen year old schoolgirl in 
Newark is defendant in , a $25,000 
damage suit for alienation of a hus¬ 
band’s affections. 

An election in the old country is 
fprecast before the winter is over. It 
will be a fight between Socialists and 
anti-Socialists, jvith the old-time par¬ 
ties co-operating. 

The estimate 4s made that eighteen 
million pounds of twine will be used 
in the province this year as against 
thirty millions last year. Much grain 
in the dry areas is being cut by the 
mower, and in some places headers 
are used. 

Harvest weather of the best sort 
prevails in Alberta and harvesting has 
started in real earnest. There has 
been no frost this season and with a 
continuation of this weather a fine 
crop of high quality will be garnered. 
Here’s jroping. 

Last year the gold harvest for Ca¬ 
nada amounted to $25,000,000. This 
year sheepmen of South Alberta got a 
return of $1,500,000 for mutton and 
the grain crop will bring in large re¬ 
turns which should help business very 
considerably this autumn. 

About 10,000 tons of ore concen- 
trates-and bar metals, roughly valued 
at more than $220,000, have been ship¬ 
ped to Antwerp, Belgium, by the Trail 
smelter and the Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Company since the be¬ 
ginning of the present year. 

Premier King of Canada delivered 
an address at. a picnic held at Mark¬ 
ham. His speech was heard with in¬ 
terest by a throng of people, his 
theme being on the tariff and the 
needs of strict economy. He said the 
liberal party was a harmonious whole 
throughout the dominion. There would 
not he an election this fall and the new 
tariff would be givpn a fair chance. 

Taking twelve first prizes in all in 
the Shorthorn classes the Prince of 
Wales entry from the E P ranch west 
of High River, was a heavy prize win¬ 
ner at the fall fair held at Victoria 
last week. It is interesting to note 
that the E P senior champion, junior 
champion and grand champion bulls 
won more blue ribbons. 

Canada’s wheat crop this year is es¬ 
timated at 282,042,000 bushels by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. This 
estimate is based on definite estimates 
of the field of fall wheat, and the lat¬ 
est report of condition of spring wheat 
throughout Canada. Yields of grains 
other than wheat are estimated by the 
bureau as follows: oats 378,995,000 
bushels; barley 71,204,000 bushels, rye 
12,358,500 bushels and flaxseed 8,626,- 
400 bushels. The potato yield is esti¬ 
mated at 49,132,000 hundredweights. 

Southern Alberta’s sheep and wool 
industry will bring this year to the 
sheepmen and farmers new wealth to 
the extent of $1,500,000. It is estimat¬ 
ed there are only 150,000 breeding 
sheep in South Alberta this year as 
against 225,000 five years ago. Prices 
are high today for sheep. It has been 
proven that sheep farming bears a 
good revenue to the farmer besides the 
sheep feed on weeds and keep many 
farms clean. In the province of Al¬ 
berta there are only 310,000 sheep 
while Montana has 2,500,000 head.
